THE "SLOPE" ANDI'HE OROAA*^ 

■ OF THE MOybPOLISTS. 

Tho Standard is trying to run with 
tho baro and Jiold with tho hounds on 
the subject of tho recent trip of the 
Western Slope and it imagined itself to 
be overpoweringly sharp when it de- 
clined to ofter an opinion of its own re- 
specting tlio matter. It is worthy of 
remark that to tjiis hour the organ has 
failed to rncord tho arrival and depart- 
ure of the Slope while on that 
mcmorab^ fitripr--memorable because 
on that 'occnsion'"sho acQoniplished a 
task which no .stcamhont Imd jjrevious- 
ly attempted. She brought 125 
head of beef cattle acros.s the Gulf of 
Georgia during tho ])rovalcnco of a 
howling tempest and landed them at 
Victorialn a condition satisfactory to 
their owners. Having performed that 
extraordinary service the Slope lay at 
a Vibtoria wharf IG hours; and 
neither the editor, rP])ortor nor pub- 
lisher nf llie5^ajic/o)-</ doomed it worth 
his whilo to obtain particulars of tiio 
trip. It was only after the ^V. W. 
Herald had, apparently by a prccon 
certcd arrangement, published wliat 
purported to be nn account of tho trip, 
and we had .succe.ssfully refuted its 
statemonts ou the authority of a cattle 
raiser from Nicola Valley who had 
stock on board, that tbo Standard 
referred to the mattei", . And then Low 
did it alliido to" it?' By copying tho 
J?era/d,'»-articlo in full without a word 
of renignstrance or explanation, al- 
though, as wo have said, its jieople had 
ample time, whilo the vessel lay at this 
port, to obtain the fullest information 
as to the trip and to havo refuted our 
statements (if it could) from its own 
notes ! , ,Tts ailenco on such an occaaion 
was;' tb'say tho least, suspicious.and its 
conduct when it roproduc(!d thel/crcdd's 
account on tho pretext of giving both 
sides a hearing, was sneaking and cow- 
ardly. In an . article yesterday our 
contemporarj' niiklly indicates . the 
quarter, from which its Avind blows on 
tho navigation question and discourses 
in a profound nautical manner upon 
tho attitudes assumed by a steamer in 
rough weather, He. tells us that "when 
supported by two waves one at either 
end she will bend down in the uaiddle, 
and when borne on one wave in the 
middle sho will bend down at either 
end'." Goodness gracious ! Tho des- 
scription is vivid enough to mako the 
little fishes seasick and a whale blubber. 
It is rare news, indeed, for readers to 
bo told that when a vessel is caught in 
a gale she is apt to pitch and toss and 
roll. Perhaps our contemporary im- 
agines steamers are built to run on 
dry land; if sucli wore tho case there 
would be no necessity for life-preserv- 
ers with which, wo observe, every 
steamer, iiu liiHtici hi.>Vv- otauncU, io 
supplied — ■ clearly showing . that, no 
vessel afloat can count upon perfect 
immunity from disaster. The wiseacre 
continues : 

A protracted voyage under Such oondi- 
tiona will mako such a vessol \ni8eaworthy 
nnd sho nwy go to piocoa as did tho ill- 
fated Alpona on Lake Michi;{an. 

Tho Alpena was not a sternwheeler. 
Sho was P. propeller holding a first-class 
certilicate for lake service. Tho illus 
tration is therefore worthless, as .-.ap- 
plied to the Slope except in so far as it 
might go to prove ihao because theWest- 
erii Slope weathered a storm similar 
to that in which tho Alpena went 
down, a sternwheeler is to be preferred 
to a propeller iu a galo — which, we 
frankly say, do not believe to bo the 
case. The standard says we have pro- 
duced.fnp authority for our defence of 
the 'Wesiefn Sloiie. This is- a ' mis- 
statement — we having stated our au- 
thority in all our articles. Wo have 
not denied that the gale which swept tho 
gulf on the day the Slope crossed with 
an overload of cattle was a terrible one. 
Tbe ^^^'^ TM-BO severe that pro; 
bat>ly Hio/ btlier " 'ressel in these waters 
■would have attemiA,,fi tho passagn. 
Yet the Slope crossed >.;iii (; heavy 
and valuable cargo and maov. t]io tj-jp 
in safety only to find her great bw-gess 
used as an argument against her set. 
wbfthiness ! ;. Let us see what was the 
experience of the Princess Louise in a 
gale three or four days before the Slope 
crossed the gulL The P. L. was com 
ing through Clarence Straits, a perfect 
ly°landlockcd paKsage, on the 2Cth of 
last month, "when (we quote from the 
ship's log) a most furious gale sprang 
uji^-frpno the eastward the sea running 
mountains high nnd tho barometer 

aW«/' at . • ■7^50 p. m. the violence of 
the storm was terrible, tho seas very 
heavy and tho weather thick with sleet 
and rain. The steamer was close to the 
least. shore, kept tho helm hard down," 
et&i etc. Let ns ask if '.'either^'' the 
Serald ov Standard has raised its voice 
in condemnation o?th(!Princess Louise 1 
If they havo demanded that sho shall 
bo taken ofl" tho Fort Wrangel route, 
and her future movements confined to 
the placid waters of some deepflowing 
river? We believe we are correct when 
■we say that no complaint has 'been 
made against the seaworthiness of tiiat 
steamer; and iiad one been entered it 
would havo been received with 
the contempt with which the 
complaints filed against the West- 
ern Slope and the Enterprise are re- 
garded. There are times when no boat, 
beB]ie:8ternwheel, sidewheel or propel-
